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NE of East Liverpool's big­ 
gest nights was Friday. April 
15, 1887, when, more than 45 
years ago now. John L. Sullivan, 
heavy-weight championship of the 
world, came to town. 
He was ac­ 
companied by several other celeb­ 
rities of the ring of the middle 
eighties. 
Their names, in practic­ 
ally every instance, were almost 
household words at the time. 
At 
least this was so among those who 
were devotees of boxing and kind 
red sports. 
These professional fighters 
of

appeared

East Liverpool visit in the well-re­ 
membered Fifth Street rink which 
was situated at the south corner of 
Fifth

His visitation here was a part of 
a declared positive farewell tour 
which the great fighter was thBn

In all, between 500 and 600 persons 
were present to see the interna­ 
tionally known ring gladiator.

I believe too little attention has 
been placed upon “c a r o t i n one of 
the “protective" food 
substances. 
Recent experiments appear to show 
that 
carotin 
possesses th# same 
qualities and advantages found in 
vitamin A. 
It prevents Infection 
and aids the body In resisting cer­ 
tain diseases. 
This valuable substance Is found 
In carrots, 
butter and egg yolk. 
These are called “yellow 
foods." 
The color Is dne to the carotin they 
contain. 
Carotin may be found, 
too, In 
foods that are not yellow. A cor- 
tain amount la carried by the leafy 
vegetables and whole milk from 
which butter la obtained. 
Essential To Growth, 
Experiments recently conducted 
show that vitamin A Is found In the 
foods which contain carotin. 
But 
both substances 
are 
not always 
found together. As a m atter of fact 
many foods contain vitamin A but 
no carotin. 
The action of carotin on the body 
la generally believed to be identi­ 
cal with that of vitamin A, which 
ta essential to growth. But some 
authorities believe carotin is even 
more effective as a cure and pre­ 


dispose than the vlta- 


Since 
carotin 
is 
abundantly 
found in carrots, egg yolk and but­ 
ter, these foods should be included 
in the diet of children as well as 
adults. 
Carrot* may be given to 
the infant as early as the ninth 
mouth. 
At this period give one to three 
tablespoons of the strained vegr 
table. When the child is older, car­ 
rots can be given with milk, or in 
the soup, or served with baked po­ 
tato. In addition to furnishing the 
necessary minerals, vitamins and 
carotin, this food aids in prevent­ 
ing constipation. 
Use Yenow rooat. 
Egg yolk may be given the in 
faut from the seventh to the ninth 
month. It la sometimes recommend 
ed as early aa the second month 
tf the baby 
is 
anemic or shows 
signs of rickets. 
It la best not to give the white 
of the egg during the first year. 
Some 
authorities 
even 
advise 
against giving it duriug the second 
year. 
When giving egg yolk to an In­ 
fant, begin with one teaspoonful, 
two or three times a week and in­ 
crease until a whole yolk is taken 
once a day. Egg yolk adds iron, 
lime and 
phosphorus to the diet 
These are essential to bone and 
tissue growth. 
Many persons overlook the nu­ 
tritive value of butter.

T hese are called "yellow 
foods." 
The color is due to the carotin they 
contain. 
C arotin may be found,

food* th at are not yellow. A cer­ 
tain am ount is carried by the leafy 
vegetables and whole milk from 
which butter la obtained. 
Essential To Growth. 
Experim ent# recently 
conducted 
show that vitam in A Is found in tha 
foods which contain carotin. 
But 
both substances 
are 
not alw ays 
found together. As a m atter of fact 
m any foods contain vitam in A but 
no carotin. 
The action of carotin on the body 
is generally believed to be IdentL 
cal with th at of vitam in A, which 
ta essential to growth. But tom e 
authorities believe carotin is even 
m ore effective as a cure and pre­ 


ventive of 
disease than the vita 
min. 
Since 
carotin 
is 
abundantly 
found in carrots, egg yolk and but­ 
ter, these food* should be Included 
in the diet of children aa well aa 
adults. 
Carrot# may be given to 
the infant aa early aa the ninth 
month. 
At this period give one to three 
tablespoons of the strained veg# 
table. W hen the child is older, car­ 
rot* can be given with milk, or in 
the soup, or served with baked po­ 
tato. In addition to furnishing the 
necessary m inerals, vitam ins and 
carotin, tbia food aids in prevent­ 
ing constipation. 
Us* Y si tow cocas. 
Egg yolk may be given the in 
(ant from the seventh to tbe ninth 
m onth. It is som etim es recom m end 
ed aa early as the second month 
lf the baby 
is 
anem ic or shows 
sign* of rickets. 
It Ie best not to give the white 
of the egg during tbe first year. 
Some 
au thorities 
even 
advise 
against giving it daring the second 
year. 
W hen giving egg yolk to an in­ 
fant, begin w ith one teaspoonful, 
two o r th re e time* a week and in­ 
crease until a whole yolk is taken 
ones a day.
